Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, 
seconded by Trustee Kelley, the rebate 
was granted. 

An application was received from 
Thos. Quinn for the position of pound- 
master. 

Upon motion of Trustee McGovern, 
seconded by Trustee Hickey, Quinn 
was appointed. 

Trustee Hickey introduced a resolu¬ 
tion providing that the pound be 
located at 607 Baden avenue. 

The resolution was adopted. 

Expert Osborne & Kidd presented 
a report showing the finances of the 
city in good shape, and especially 
complimenting Clerk W. J. Smith on 
the excellent condition of his books. 
A recommendation was made that 
the clerk be furnished a ledger book 
in order that he may segregate the 
different accounts of this city. The 
experts found that the recorder’s office 
owed the city §35. 

The report was accepted and order¬ 
ed filed.

English Mistletoe Coke. 

This cake is both ornamental and 
toothsome, for it shows the genuine 
Christmas colon. For the layers al¬ 
low three ounces each of butter and 
sugar, three eggs, one-half pound of 
flour, one teaspoonful of baking pow¬ 
der and one wineglassful of orange 
flower water. Separate the eggs and 
beat the whites to a stiff froth, the 
yolks to a cream. Beat the sugar and 
batter together, add the yolks of the 
eggs, the flour sifted with the baking 
powder, the orange flower water and 
lastly the whites of the eggs. Bake 
In three layen. For the Ailing whip 
one-half pint of cream until stiff, 
sweeten slightly and divide in two por¬ 
tions. Color one with spinach green 
and add grated cocoanut to the other. 
Spread the green cream over the first 
layer of the cake, cover with the sec¬ 
ond. spread over the white cream and 
place the third layer on top. Ice thick¬ 
ly with plain boiled Icing and decorate 
while fresh with bits of candled citron 
cut to represent mistletoe leaves, us¬ 
ing silver comfits for the berries. 


English Plum Pudding. 

The recipe for the plum pudding is 
as follows: Sift one cupful of flour 
into a basin, add half a pound of bread¬ 
crumbs, half a pound brown sugar, 
half a pound of chopped suet, half a 
pound of currants, half a pound of 
sultana raisins, half a pound of chop¬ 
ped seeded raisins, one cupful of chop¬ 
ped citron peel, half a cupful of blanch¬ 
ed and chopped almonds, grated rind 
and strained Juice of one lemon, one 
teaspoonful of baking power, two tea- 
spoonfuls of mixed spices, one tea¬ 
spoonful of grated nutmeg and half a 
teaspoonful of salt. Beat up four eggs, 
add half a glass of brandy and one 
cupful of milk and pour this among 
the dry ingredients. Mix thoroughly, 
pour Into a buttered mold, cover with 
a greased paper and steam readily for 
six hours. Turn out and decorate with 
blanched almonds, mistletoe and holly. 
Serve with brandy sauce or hard sauce. 


Mincemeat For Pie. 

Two pounds of lean beef, boiled and 
ground fine; one pound beef suet, minc¬ 
ed and freed from strings: five pounds 
of apples, peeled, cored and minced; 
two pounds of raisins, seeded and 
halved: two pounds cleaned currants, 
washed and drained; one pound sul¬ 
tana raisins, stemmed and washed: 
three-quarters of a pound of citron, cut 
Into tiny bits; one tablespoonful each 
of cloves and allspice, two tablespoon¬ 
fuls each of cinuamon and mace, a ta¬ 
blespoonful of ground nutmeg, a table¬ 
spoonful of salt, two and one-half 
pounds of brown sugar, a quart of 
sherry and a pint of brandy. Mix well 
together all the dry ingredients, taking 
care to incorporate thoroughly the 
spices. Last of all, stir In the sherry 
and brandy, reserving a little of each 
to add when you make the pies. Pack 
away iu a crock until needed. 


A Dainty Dessert. 

For a dessert there is a whipped 
cream mousse which Is effective and 
toothsome. 

It is made by sweetening the whip¬ 
ped cream, flavoring it with sherry, 
filling with candied fruit and nuts 
chopped in bits and packed in a melon 
mold with ice and salt for four or five 
hours. It should be served on a bed 
of whipped cream. 

The snowball Ice cream Is also de¬ 
licious and carries out the note of red 
that should be suggested in every 
Yuletide party. Plain white ice cream 
is frozen in round molds and when 
taken out a dozen maraschino cherries 
are out over each one.

PARCELS POST 


Following are important provisions 
in the new United (States parcels post 
law: 

That distinctive parcel post stamps 
must be used on all fourth-classmatter 
beginning January 1, 1913, and that 
such matter bearing ordinary postage 
stamps will be treated as “Held for 
postage.” 

I hat parcels will be mailable only at 
post offices, branch post offices, letter¬ 
ed and local named stations, and such 
numbered stations, as may be desig¬ 
nated by the postmaster, or presented 
to a rural or other carrier duly author¬ 
ized to receive such matter. 

1 hat all parcels must bear the re¬ 
turn card of the sender, otherwise they 
will not be accepted for mailing.

Seymour said he just escaped being 
killed himself. The coroner’s jury 
brought in a verdict that the killing of 
Sprankle was accidental. He leaves 
relatives who reside in Berkeley. 


initiated by the Development Associa¬ 
tion some months ago, the struggle to 
provide the county with a system of 
good roads is now approaching the 
“brass tacks” stage. 

It. M. Morton, the consulting engi¬ 
neer employed by the county in this 
matter, rendered a voluminous report 
to the executive committee of the ad¬ 
visory commission on roads at the 
meeting Saturday which was also 
presented to the board of supervisors 
Monday. On account of the length of 
the report covering as it does the pro¬ 
posed roads in detail, it was impossi¬ 
ble to go into the same thoroughly at 
either meeting. At the request of the 
executive committee, the board of 
supervisors has made the report a 
special order of business for considera¬ 
tion at a conference which will be 
held at Redwood City next Monday. 
At that time the supervisors and the 
five members of the executive com¬ 
mittee will confer on all of the recom¬ 
mendations contained in Morton’s 
report. 

Investigations that are being made 
by the railroad commission into the 
traffic schedules of the Pacific Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company prom¬ 
ise to result in material reductions 
for this county as well as the rest of 
the state. The association has been 
quietly investigating this matter for 
some time past but finds that chief 
causes for complaint that have existed 
here promise to be well taken care 
of by the commission. For long dis¬ 
tant calls, the company, on their own 
initiative, proposed a rate of half a 
cent per mile, air line distance, plus a 
five cent terminal charge. The com¬ 
mission has made a counter proposal 
to the company which contemplates 
the adoption of an even lower rate. 

The poultry raisers of the county, 
whose business has steadily increased 
during the past few years, will hold a 
poultry show at San Mateo, January 
23d to 25th, inclusive. The develop¬ 
ment association, believing that this 
growing industry should be fostered, 
will present a cup to the poultry 
raisers or for competition at that time. 

As an adjunct to the proposed good 
road system, the bill of Assemblyman 
Brown, providing for the construction 
of a state highway from Pescadero in¬ 
to the Big Basin will receive thesup- 
port of the boosters. This route would 
be one of the shortest and most feasi¬ 
ble into that park and its construction 
would be of benefit to the whole coun¬ 
try as it would serve as a valuable 
drawing card in attracting the tourist 
element.

MANSFIELD AND 
SWART ACCUSED 
BY JUDGE BUCK 


That Sheriff Joel H. Mansfield has 
been making exorbitant and illegal 
claims against the public treasury for 
several months and that District At- 
tordey Franklin Swart declined to in¬ 
stitute an investigation because he 
was afraid of “hurting the sheriff’s 
feelings” were the sensational accusa¬ 
tions made by Superior Judge H. 
Buck last Tuesday in a charge to the 
San Mateo county grand jury. Im¬ 
mediately upon hearing the charge 
of the court the grand jury directed 
its expert accountant, Lewis Q,. Hav¬ 
en, to make a complete audit of the 
sheriff’s office. 

Judge Buck’s instructions for a 
searching investigation of Mansfield’s 
official expenses and his pointed rap 
at District Attorney Swart for neg¬ 
lecting to direct the probe has caused 
somewhat of a sensation. 

The charge to the jury was made 
shortly after 10 o’cloek a. m. Tuesday, 
when the members of the inquisitor¬ 
ial body gathered in the superior court 
room to receive special instructions. 
Judge Buck read the charge from the 
bench and ordered the nineteen jury 
men to conduct a rigid investigation. 

Later in the day the membefs of the 
grand jury, accompanied by the dis¬ 
trict attorney, returned to the court 
room and asked to have the charge 
read once more. Judge Buck declined, 
saying ihat each member of the jury 
would receive a copy of the charge on 
Wednesday morning. The foreman 
of the jury is Chas. Littlejohn, a re¬ 
tired taxidermist and school trustee 
of Redwood City. 

District Attorney Franklin Swart 
and Sheriff Mansfield do not mince 
words in making stout protestations 
of inocense and in giving flat denial to 
the accusations of the court. The dis¬ 
trict attorney said some one had been 
prevaricating, but didn’t say who, 
and declared he was thinking of 
throwing up his job and going to San 
Diego. Mansfield was more cool and 
made the following statement, deny¬ 
ing the accusations made by the judge 
in his charge to thejury: 

“There is nothing whatever to the 
charge against my office. It has no 
foundation. Every one of my bills is 
a legal bill, borne out and authorized 
by law. Judge Buck has been su¬ 
perior judge of this county forgoing 
on twenty-years, and I have been 
sheriff nearly sixteen years, and I 
have made the same kind of expense 
charges during all that time. They 
have been allowed by all the district 
attorneys and supervisors. The judge 
has just now discovered that these 
charges are illegal. 

“About a year ago Judge Buck ex¬ 
tolled me as one of the most efficient 
and honest sheriffs in the state. In 
these accusations against me there 
is no mention of the hundreds of dol¬ 
lars of fines that have been imposed 
on prisoners brought in by the sheriff 
through the use of hired automobiles.” 

it deyeloped Wednesday that Judge 
Buck recommended to the grand jury¬ 
men that they investigate the l advisa- 
bility of asking the slate legislators to 
make a radical changejjjin the salaries 
now being paid to county officials. 
It is said by those who claim to know 
that Judge Buck believes some of the 
officers have received too much pay 
and that others have not been receiv¬ 
ing enough. He wants them all put 
on salaries of about $3000 a year, he 
said. 

William Flint of Hollister, thej|state 
senator elect from this district, and 
Henry Ward Brown of Colma, assem¬ 
blyman elect, both visited Redwood 
City Wednesday and went intoj con- 
sulation with Judge Buck. The 
jurist made his views known to both 
of the legislators from this district and 
asked their support. 


Sheriff Mansfield Makes Statement I 
The following statement of Sheriff 
J. H. Mansfield was sent to The En¬ 
terprise for publication: 

To the Citizens and Tax Payers of 
Ban Mateo County: I presume you 
have heard of the charges made 
against me, which I brand as false and 
malicious. I do not believe it is neces¬ 
sary for me to make any explanation, 
as many of you have known me as an 
official of this county for about thirty 
years, but for the benefit of those citi¬ 
zens who are newcomers, I wish to 


state a few facts in connection with [ 
the charges. 

First—The automobile hire for the | 
sheriff’s office for the past two years j 
has been $1514.65, an average of $65.85 
per month, less than one half the 
salary of McEvoy’s motorcycle man, 
and I have the policing of all of San 
Mateo county, and a number of my 
auto trips have been in conjunction 
with the district attorney. 

This automobile expense will not 
average ten cents for each taxpayer in 
the county. The fines paid into the 
county treasury, collected through my 
office, through the use of the auto hire, 
will pay all the auto bill, so the tax¬ 
payer has nothing to pay for the pro¬ 
tection which he has received. 

These autos have been used for run¬ 
ning down all kinds of criminals, mur¬ 
derers and thieves, nearly all in the 
night time, when trains are not to be 
had. A few of the cases handled by 
my office in which I used machines 
are the Henry murder at Lobetos, the 
street car hold-ups in one of which at¬ 
torney C. 'N. Kirkbride was badly 
shot, the capture of the murderer 
Lopes, the bold attempt to murder 
George HarkinB on Kings Mountain, 
and the many burglaries and safe¬ 
crackings throughout the county. 

As to the legality of the auto hire 
and the right of the board of super¬ 
visors to allow it, I refer you to Sec. 
4290 of the Political Code of California, 
which reads as follows: 

“The Board of Supervisors shall al¬ 
low to the Sheriff his necessary ex¬ 
penses for pursuing criminals or trans¬ 
acting any criminal business. “You 
will see by the above that the fees are 
legal and it is mandatory on the 
board to allow them. 

Every board of supervisors and every 
district attorney in the state, includ¬ 
ing the Hon. Geo. H. Buck when he 
was district attorney of this county, 
has passed upon and allowed just such 
claims as I am now accused of illegal¬ 
ly collecting.

SUPERVISORS

The county board of supervisors met 
in regular session last Monday in Red¬ 
wood City. 

The application of Charles Martinel- 
li and Giuseppi Gianni for a permit to ' 
establish a hog ranch on the Zanoni 
ranch in the first township, postponed 
from the last meeting, was taken up. 

A strong protest against the grant¬ 
ing of the permit, signed by Henry j 
Geilfuss, R. S. Thornton and others 
was read. 

Attorney Alex Heynemann, attor¬ 
ney for the applicants, asked that the 
hearing be postponed until the next 
meeting to give him an opportunity to 
consult with his clients, as he was not 
aware the application would be oppos¬ 
ed. 

Messrs. Geilfuss and Thornton spoke 
in opposition to the petition, stating 
that the location of the hog ranch as 
proposed would be offensive to ;,the 
residents of Colma, besides contami¬ 
nating the waters of the stream that 
ran by the cemeteries. 

Supervisor Casey stated that he was 
satisfied that the hog ranch if located 
on the Zanoni place would be a public 
nuisance and he moved that the appli¬ 
cation be denied. 

Mr. Heynemann renewed his plea 
for a continuance. 

Supervisor Brown advised as a mat- 
l ter of courtesy to Mr. Heynemann 
that the application be postponed un¬ 
til the next meeting. Personally he 
would not be in favor of granting the 
application but no harm could result 
in its continuance. He moved that 
action be deferred until the next meet¬ 
ing. 

The motion was seconded by Super¬ 
visor Blackburn and carried, Super¬ 
visor Casey voting “no.” 

A communication was received from 
ihe Panama-Pacific Exposition Com¬ 
pany expressing pleasure at the pro¬ 
posed inspection of the exposition 
grounds by the supervisors and the 
county fair commissioners, and ask¬ 
ing that notification be given of the 
date of the proposed visit. 

The clerk was directed to invite the 
exposition commissioners to attend 
an adjourned meeting of the board 
next Monday at which time a date 
will be set for the inspection of the 
exposition site, 

A report was received from Coroner 
PI ymire showing that proper disposi¬ 
tion had been made of the effects of 
certain deceased persons. 

A lengthy report was received from 
R. M. Morton, the board’s consulting 
engineer, which was accepted and 
oidered filed. It was ordered on mo¬ 
tion of Supervisor Brown, seconded by 
Supervisor Francis, that copies of the 
report be made by the clerk for the use 
of the board, the county exposition 
commission and the executive com¬ 
mittee of the development association

His Avenger 

A Story of 
the Cuban 
Revolution I 


By CHRISTOPHER ARNOLD 


When I was in college I formed the 
acquaintance of a young Cuban, with 
whom I became chummy. His name 
was Enrique Molina. He was a member 
of the class ahead of mine, but this did 
not make any difference in our inti¬ 
macy. There was a manliness about 
Enrique (or Henry) Molina that I ad¬ 
mired and a gentleness that drew me 
to him. At that time Cuba was in a 
state of discontent with Spanish rule 
which had become chronic, and my 
chum was greatly interested in the 
cause of the coming revolution. It 
seemed to me that if his countrymen 
should make an effort to throw off the 
yoke of Spain he would be an active 
participant. When we parted after 
graduation Molina exacted a promise 
from me to visit him, and the next 
winter I determined to do so. I had 
some property and thought I might 
find in Cuba an opportunity to invest 
in a way to Increase it. This idea was 
vague, but my desire to see my old 
chum was real. 

I found Molina living on his father's 
plantation. The premonitions of a se¬ 
rious conflict between the revolution¬ 
ists and the Spanish government were

much more clearly defined than when 
we were in college, and Henry’s in¬ 
terest in it had also become intensified. 
But I was surprised to find that he 
was not openly advocating the Cuban 
cause. Whether the interest of his 
family, fearing destruction or confis¬ 
cation of the estate, prevented him 
from doing so. I did uot know. 1 judg¬ 
ed that the daughter of a neighboring 
sugar planter had something to do 
with his failure to come out as an ad¬ 
vocate of throwing off Spanish rule. 
This young lady, Concia Sierra, was 
the gentlest little body in the world. 
She must have carried northern blood 
in her veins, for she had not the dark 
complexion of a Cuban. Indeed, she 
was a veritable blond, with light hair 
and blue eyes. It occurred to me that 
she would restrain the man she loved 
from taking risks, and that she loved 
Molina was evident to me the moment 
I saw them together. 

I soon found that there was another 
force drawing Henry in the opposite 
direction. This was Inez de la Barra, 
one of a family whose members, all 
except herself, supported the Spanish 
cause. Inez was bitter in her advoca¬ 
cy of the Cuban cause. Unlike the 
Molinas, the La Barras had little or 
nothing to lose by Spanish antagonism, 
for they lived on a small estate and 
were poor, though In Spain they had 
formerly been grandees. It was this 
latter fact that kept them loyal to 
Spain. Why Inez sympathized with 
the Cuban cause I could not under¬ 
stand. 

Notwithstanding our intimacy Hen¬ 
ry Molino did not give me his confi¬ 
dence in these matters. Evidently 
there was a rivalry for him between 
the two girls. The one drew him by 
silken cords, the other by glistening 
chains. Inez de la Barra was entirely 
Spanish. Her complexion was olive, 
her hair jet biack, while over her dark 
eyes waved the long lashes of a Span¬ 
ish woman. 

While I was in Cuba General Weyler 


began his efforts to strangle the revolu¬ 
tion by a vigorous prosecution of those 
who aided and abetted it. Though 1 
knew that Henry Molina was one of 
Its advocates, outwardly he remained 
neutral. Whether his family or Concia 
Sierra restrained him 1 did not know, 
though I fancied thnt Senorita Sierra 
was the chief cause of his remaining 
inactive. Nevertheless he was much 
with her rival, and whenever I saw 
him and Inez together l noticed that 
they conversed with a great deal of in¬ 
tensity and usually in a low tone. 

These were dangerous times in Cuba. 
General Weyler hud carte blanche 
from the Spanish government to im¬ 
prison or execute as he liked, and I felt 
uneasy for a Cuban who possessed inv 
.’riendshlp. Though protected by my 
United States citizenship, I would have 
left Cuba had it not been for this little 
drama in which my chum was playing 
the principal part. Many on both sides 
were looking to see for which cause 
he would declare, and both sides 
claimed him. 

One night as I was going to bed Hen¬ 
ry followed me into my room, shut 
the door and said: 

"I must leave you here to be enter¬ 
tained by others of my family, for 
at daylight iu the morning I go to put 
in operation a scheme for which I 
have been preparing. I have secret 
information of a force of Spanish 
troops who are about to make a descent 
upon a number of prominent Cuban 
patriots and gather them in for the 
bloodthirsty Weyler. Joined by some 
of my neighbors and those they con¬ 
trol, we are to oppose the passage of 
this Spanish force till our friends can 
arrange either to get away or prepare 
for defense.” 

While he spoke 1 was thinking of 
the two influences thnt had been draw¬ 
ing him, the gentle Concia and the ag¬ 
gressive Inez. 

“Where did you get your informa¬ 
tion as to this move of the Spaniards?” 

I asked. 

A singular look came over his face, 
a look in which I fancied I saw some¬ 
thing of doubt, of pain, as he replied: 

“I have the right to tell you anything 
that concerns only myself. I have no 
right to implicate another.” 

“Well,” I added, “you have taken 
sides at last. I hope you have decided 
for the best.” 

“That remains to be seen.” 

We parted with a firm hand grip. 

I went to bed, but not to sleep. 

There was a faint glimmer of dawn 
at the windows when I heard sounds 
without—the tread of horses’ hoofs, 
men talking. Then there was a loud 
rap on the main door below. It was 
not auswered and was followed by a 
kick. Then a window was shattered. 

I arose, threw on a double gown and 
went downstairs. The hall was light¬ 
ed and filled with Spunish soldiers. 
Henry Molina was in their midst, 
dressed, and as I looked was marched 
away. It was plain to me what had 
happened. The wily governor had 
through his spies learned of his con¬ 
templated move, nipped it in the bud 
and possessed himself of its leader. 

My view of Henry Molina passing 
out of his home to go to prison ended 
my immediate cognizance of what was 
leading up to a tragedy. If I could 
have got my friend out of the clutches 
of General Weyler I would have taken 
some chances to do so.

ORDINANCE NO. 258. 

The Board of Supervisors of the 
County of San Mateo, State of Califor¬ 
nia, do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to take, kill, destroy or 
have in his possession, more than one 
hundred and fifty (160) mud clams in 
anyone calendar day, in the County 
of San Mateo, State of California. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to take, kill, destroy or 
have in his possession more than eight 
(8) salt water eel in any one calendar 
day, in the County of San Mateo, 
State of California. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to take, kill, destroy or 
have in his possession any salt water 
eel less than twelve (12) inches in 
length, in the County of San Mateo, 
State of California. 

Section 4. Any person violating 
any of the provisionsof this Ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde¬ 
meanor and shall be punishable by a 
fine of not less than Twenty (120.00) 
Dollars and not to exceed One Hun¬ 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, or by imprison¬ 
ment in the county jail not to exceed 
sixty days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment.

STILL DEADLOCKED 

OVER FREE BOOKS 

— 

Big Order From Oakland Creates 
Trouble at Sacramento 

Despite the receipt of a large de¬ 
mand for books, there was no break 
in the deadlock between State Printer 
Richardson and the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction over the distribu¬ 
tion of free text books. The State 
Printer refuses to honor further 
requisitions for books where it is ap¬ 
parent they are to be sold. The Su¬ 
perintendent refuses to supply schools 
with books free, claiming there is no 
fund available for the purpose, and 
asserting there is no provision in the 
amendment adopted by the people at 
the recent election to indicate how | 
many and to whom books may be de¬ 
livered. 

Mrs. Hyatt, Deputy Superintendent, 
received an order for 32,130 books 
from J. W. McClymonds, City Superin¬ 
tendent of the Oakland schools, for 
free books. Richardson contends for 
opinion of Attorney-General Webb 
leaves him no other recourse except to 
refuse to ship books for sale even 
though the schools need books. 

The matter promises to remain dead 
locked until the coming Legislature 
passes an enabling act to the amend 
ment unless State Superintendent 
Hyatt devises some means whereby 
be can arrange for free distribution.

The peace conference has been 
launched only to be interrupted by a 
complication resulting from the policy 
of Greece in waging war and nego 
tiating peace simultaneously. 

The Turkish delegation announced 
that it was empowered to confer only 
with the three Balkan kingdoms which 
signed the armistice at Tchatalja, and, 
as a consequence, adjournment was 
taken to enable the Turks to obtain 
instructions. 

All the conferees expressed the be¬ 
lief that the suspension was merely 
temporary, and that a pathway toward 
the resumption of the meetings will be 
found. 

The prospects for a successful issue 
of the conference are enhanced by the 
declaration of the Turks that they 
have been given plenary powers to ar¬ 
range and sign a treaty of peace. How 
far their improved military position, 
with the encouragement Austria is 
credited with giving them, may stiffen 
their backs against the allies’ terms 
remains in doubt. 

The first sitting of the embassa- 
dorial court of appeals, as It is called, 
was held in the Foreign Office. The 
Embassadors of five Continental pow¬ 
ers conferred with Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Secretary for Foreign Af¬ 
fairs, for more than three hours. The 
different nations advanced their views 
on the Eastern problem. 

The contingency that meditation 
may offer the only solution of the war 
has been the subject, of much discus¬ 
sion. The heads of the Bulgarian and 
Servian delegations, in interviews, 
recognized that the United States 
might be in a position to act as peace¬ 
maker. 

The friction between Austria and 
Servia appears not to have abated 
The Servians complain that Austrian 
gunboats in the Danube are indulging 
in provocative tactics, throwing their 
searchlights on Belgrade, which has 
caused a panic among the residents. 

The conference of the Embassadors 
either will be a complete failure or 
productive of results that may surpass 
in importance the achievements of all 
other diplomatic gatherings since the 
Congress of Belin in 1878. 

Not only will the Embassadorial 
conference exercise a powerful influ¬ 
ence on the decisions of the peace 
conference, since Turkey as well as 
the Balkan states desires to have the 
support of the powers, but if the Tur- 
co-Balkan understanding is not satis¬ 
factory to the powers, the present Em¬ 
bassadorial conference will indicate 
how to correct the dicisions arrived 
at, just as the Berlin congress modi¬ 
fied the boundaries of the Balkans 
arranged five months before by the 
treaty of San Stefano between Russia 
and Turkey. 

At the meeting the greatest atten¬ 
tion centered on Count Mensdorff, the 
Austro-Hungarian Embassador, and 
Count Benckendorff, the Russian Em¬ 
bassador. Their colleagues jokingly 
put to the former a question as to 
whether he had brought from Vienna 
peace or war. Count Mensdorff an¬ 
swered with a smile, but without los¬ 


ing his habitual gravity: “Peace, 
peace," adding in *atin, “sicut in 
quantum” (“up to a certain point”). 


. Although an author and linguist of 
note, Edward Irving, one of the best- 
known characters in Berkeley, died 
in seclusion at his little home at 1530 
Shattuck avenue. Death came after 
an illness of only a few days.

GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Following the lead set by the wo¬ 
men of Philadelphia, the Women’s 
Clean Food League of Chicago is pre¬ 
paring a war for lower prices for 
eggs. 

J. T. Little and Fred T. Bailey, re¬ 
ported killed in Sonora, Mexico, by 
Yaqui Indians, have returned safely 
to Cananea, a dispatch received by 
the State Department announces. 

Officers for the ensuing year were 
chosen by the Hotelmen's Protective 
Association of Chicago. They include 
F. N. Bain, Poughkeepsie, N. Y., pres¬ 
ident; James Woods, San Francisco, 
vice-president. 

The Elgin Board of Trade, popularly 
known as the “butter trust,” and the 
American Association of Creamery 
Butter Manufacturers, were attacked 
by the Federal Government in a civil 
anti-trust suit filed for the dissolution 
of both concerns. 

Federal Judge Maxey of Austin, 
Tex., ordered the release on bond of 
Colonel Pascual Orczco, Sr., and Gen¬ 
eral David de la Fuente, who have 
been in custody of Colonel Charles G, 
Treat at Fort Sam Houston, pending 
an appeal to be taken by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

W. W. Dickey, commissary .steward 
of the battle-ship Louisiana, around 
whom centered charges of a graft 
scandal in the commissariat of the 
Atlantic fleet, was found guilty of

Michael Cliimient, a laborer 3? year* 
old, at Tacoipa, is dead, and B. Fal 
lanco, a grocer, aged 35, is in the ci-> 
hospital suffering from knife wounds 
sustained in a running fight. The two 
men quarreled over a card game in a 
saloon at Sixth avenue South and King 
street, and knives were used. 

Mrs. Esther E. Springer, one of the 
pioneers of the equal suffrage cause in 
America, died at her home in Phila 
delphia. She was 81 years old. Mrs 
Springer was associated with Miss Su¬ 
san B. Anthony in the suffrage move¬ 
ment when its adherents were only a. 
few hundred in the United States. 

A human hand protruding from 
amidst the tons of cement, the frame 
of which was removed several day 
ago, was found In one of the concrete 
pillars of the Government dam across 
the Mississippi river near Keokuk, and 
explains the disappearance several 
weeks ago of one of the laborers. 

Mrs. Anna Guenter and her three : 
children, who started for Snok-i^- 
from Calgary, Alberta, December 10th 
and whose failure to arrive causeu 
friends to ask the police to aid in find¬ 
ing them, have been discovered in 
Eastport, Wash. Thev had been rm. 
tained by the immigration authorities 
at the Canadian line. 

Encouraged by the success attend 
ing their campaign to reduce the cosl 
of living through the sale of “select 
ed” storage eggs at a mice from 6 to 
20 cents a dozen cheaper than ha? 
heretofore prevailed, officers of the 
Housekeeper?’ League of Philadelphia 
announced their intention of broaden¬ 
ing the scope of their activities by 
selling other food products. 

Mrs. Alice Stebbins Wells, wearing 
the drab uniform and silver badge of 
the Los Angeles police force, and Mrs. 
Isabella Goodwin, first-grade detective 
in the New York Police Department— 
a post never before filled by a woman, 
which she won by rounding up taxi¬ 
cab hold-up men—were guests at the 
first Saturday luncheon of the City 
Club of New York. 

Mrs. Sarah Anne Ross, the mother 
of Charlie Ross, who was kidnapped 
thirty-eight years ago, died at her 
home in Philadelphia, aged 78. She 
was the widow of Christian K. Ross. 
The fate of Charlie Ross, who was 
stolen when he was 4 years old, has 
never been learned, although number¬ 
less clews from all sections of this 
country and Europe were followed by 
detectives employed by the distracted 
parents. 

Mrs. William E. Corey of New York, 
who was Maybelle Gilman when she 
retired from the stage to wed the 
former head of the United States Steel 
Corporation, brought ashore from the 
Lusitania, a new style in woman’s 
dress—the Egyptian pannier, she 
called it, so named because the skirt 
is so narrow at the bottom that it has 
the general outline of an inverted pyr¬ 
amid.
